Mitcheli’s 
Banker. 


Emulating his father in choosing 
banking as his life work, John J. 
Mitchell became president of a 
Chicago bank at 26, was acclaimed 
one of that city’s greatest finan- 
ciers at 40, and was recalled from 
retirement after four years to head 


the second ranking bank in Illinois 
at the age of 70. 

He was born Nov, 
Alton, lll. Where he received. a 
public school education. He went 
with his parents to Chicago when 
he was 20 years o!d. His first job 
was a messenger for the. Illinois 
Trust ana Savings Bank, and in six 
years he climbed to a high place in 
the councilsgof the bank. In 1878 
a financial flurry all but wrecked 
the bank and when it was totter- 
ing, its destiny was placed in the 
hands of Mitchell. He instituted a 
series of reforms, one of which was 
that no loans were to be made un- 
less covered by full collateral. 

On one occasion it is related 
that P. D. Armour sent to the bank 
from the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change a hurry call for a loan of 
$100,000, but the young bank pres- 
ident sent back word that he could 
not recognize Armour’s request 
without sufficient guarantee for the 
loan. The transaction finally was 
consunimmated on Mitchell's terms 
and his determination to stick to 
the bank's rule made a firm friend 
‘of Armour. 

The Illinols Trust prospered un- 
der the guidance of Mitchell and 
in 20 years its deposits grew from 
$1,000,000 to $69,000,000. He re- 
tired from the active leadership of 
the bank in 1919. Four years 
later it was merged with the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust Co. and 
the Corn Exchange National Bank 
under the name of the Illinois Mer- 
chants’ Trust Co. This merger 
made the new bank the second in 
Illinois, and Mitchell was called 
from retirement to become its 
head.

Jeremiah J. Harty was born in 
St. Louis Nov. 5, 1853, the son of 
Andrew and Julia Harty.

LENTY has been heard about the losses

T HE Missouri State Supreme Court has 

ruled that free comment and criticism 
of the public policy of public officials by 
hewspapers is justified when it relates to 
a matter of general interest, provided that 
it is substantially true and is uttered with- 
out malice. This finding is so completely 
in harmony with the fundamentals of 
American liberty that it is hard to under- 
stand how anyone could question it. If this 
principle is abandoned the whole structure 
of American government will fall into the 
hands of corrupt politicians and nothing 
short of a revolution will regain for the 
people theis rightful hold upon the admin- 
istration of public affairs. Indiana is in- 
terested in the case because of the case of 
George Dale. a Muncie editor, accused of 
contempt of court for pointing out bad prac- 
tices. The judgment against Dale was con- 
firmed by the State Supreme Court. which 
held that truth was no defense in contempt 
cases. The primary question is whether pub- 
lic officials, including Judges, have the 
right to punish honest critics for telling the 
truth. The Missouri answer is that they 
have not this right and every time they 
falsely assert it they take one step nearer 
the day when the people will reform the 
whole judicial system along the lines of lib- 
erty and common sense.

However, the combined forces 
of the so-called Red Spears with 
those of Feng contend they re- 
pulsed the Northern advance from 
Tamingfu in South Chihli on 
Chante Ho, indicating that Feng 
hes his back to the wall and is 
fighting desperately. 

Foreign reports reecived here 
now show that the Northern claim 
to have recaptured Chochow, 40 
miles southwest of Pekin, was pre- 
mature. 

Three thousand Shansi troops, 
beseiged for the last two weeks 
in Chochow, where they were 
caught in their first rush on Pe- 
kin, have been holding out fierce- 
ly despite Northern artillery fire 
which already has battered down 
two gates of its 12-century-old 
walls, 

The Chochow siege is a striking 
combination of modern and me- 
dieval warfare and the ancient 
walls have proved unexpectedly 
strong against modern artillery 
fire. The defenders, dug in mod- 
ern trenches on top of the great 
walls have been successful in re- 
pelling troops seeking to scale 
them. 

Using Airplanes for Bombing. 

The besiegers are using airplanes 
for dropping bombs and propa- 
ganda. It appears that a portion 
of the Northern forces succeeded 
in entering the city by breaks tn 
the wall, engaging in street fight- 
ing but the Shansi are still hold- 
ing on. 

Using Chentow as a base the 
Northerners have been conducting 
air raids on Tayuanfu, the capita!
